Anti-smoking council invests more than £12m in tobacco 


Surrey County Council 
(SCC) has been accused of a 
shocking conflict of interest 
after taking over the task of 
helping people quit smok¬ 
ing, while retaining invest¬ 
ments worth more than 
£12m in tobacco companies. 

Campaigners and opposi¬ 
tion councillors have 
slammed the conflict of in¬ 
terest that has arisen since 
SCC took over responsibility 
for public health, including 
anti-smoking initiatives, on 
April 1. 

The council has £12.5m of 
its pension fund invested in

tobacco companies includ¬ 
ing British American Tobac¬ 
co and Japan Tobacco. 

And the amount it has in¬ 
vested in tobacco companies 
over the past five years has 
risen by £4m despite all the 
evidence of the harm smok¬ 
ing does to individuals and 
the cost to society. 

On Monday the Smokefree 
Action Coalition of health 
organisations announced 
2,847 children in the county 
are likely to have taken up

smoking in the past year. 

Asked about the money in¬ 
vested in tobacco compa¬ 
nies, Liberal Democrat 
County Councillor Colin 
Taylor, who has been on the 
health scrutiny committee 
for a decade, said: “I’m 
shocked. This is a total con¬ 


tradiction. It’s been reported 
for a good many years that 
smoking is a health hazard. 
It’s one of the major triggers 
of cancer.” 

Coun Taylor said it was a 
good time to persuade the 
council to stop investing in 
tobacco companies. 

He said: “We will make 
sure we take up this issue 
at the first possible 
opportunity.” 

Martin Dockrell, director 
of research and policy at 
campaigning charity Action 
on Smoking and Health, said 
there was a “conflict of 


interest” between public 
health duties and invest¬ 
ment in tobacco companies. 

Mr Dockrell said: “Coun¬ 
cils find themselves in a 
tricky situation. 

“On the one hand their 
pension fund managers tell 
them it would be illegal to 
refuse to invest in tobacco 
companies on ethical 
grounds, on the other hand 
they are working to protect 
their local community from 
an industry that kills half its 
lifelong customers.”

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Drug gang told to pay back cash

Bosses of Britain’s largest 
ever skunk cannabis ring 
have been told to pay back 
millions of pounds or face up 
to an extra seven years behind 
bars. 

At Southwark Crown Court 
last Wednesday Judge Grego¬ 
ry Stone told the gang’s four 
ringleaders, Terry Bowler, 43, 
of Kingston, Mark Kinnimont 
43, of Surbiton, Peter Moran, 
40, of Fulham, and master¬ 
mind Anthony Mills, 44, to 
pay back the money within 
six months. 

They are all serving jail 
terms varying between 14 and 
17 years and were each or¬ 
dered to pay back sums be¬ 
tween £1.29m and £1.69m for 
Mills, although the gang is be¬ 
lieved to have imported £57m 
of skunk cannabis into the 
UK. 

The figure was arrived at 
after years of investigation by 
financial investigators from 
the Metropolitan Police in¬ 
cluding identifying 12 homes 
in Lanzarote. 



The gang included two men 
from Tadworth, one from 
Epsom and one from Ashtead 
but a police spokesman said 
he did not think they would 
face confiscation orders. 

The gang was rounded up in 
November 2008 following a 14 
month covert surveillance ex¬ 


ercise - Operation Karnak. 

They had been importing 
£lm cannabis a week from 
Holland hidden in flower 
boxes, with the drugs stashed 
in garages and homes in 
Epsom, Sutton, Kingston and 
Surbiton. 

Drugs paraphanelia and 


cash - including money 
counting machines that had 
processed £10.2m in six 
months - were seized in Sur¬ 
biton, Worcester Park, West 
Ewell and Ashtead. 

Detectives followed men 
from Worcester Park carrying 
holdalls stuffed with notes as 


they travelled to a bureau de 
change in East London. 

The gang hid money in bank 
accounts in Switzerland, 
Dubai and Pakistan. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Steve Ellen welcomed the re¬ 
sult. He said: “This is a great 
example of how the Met po¬ 
lice will not just stop at con¬ 
viction, but will painstakingly 
search for all the criminal 
gains the criminals accumu¬ 
late and attempt to hide.” 

□ In March, 2010, Liam Salter, 
42 of Reeds Rest Lane, Tad- 
worth, and Timothy Sullivan, 
41 of Ash Court, Epsom, were 
both sentenced to seven years 
imprisonment after pleading 
guilty to conspiracy to supply 
drugs and conspiracy to laun¬ 
der the proceeds of crime. 

Andrew West, 39, of Willow- 
bank Gardens, Tadworth, got 
18 months behind bars after 
pleading guilty to conspiracy 
to launder the proceeds of 
crime. James Hay, 34, of Ston- 
ny Croft, Ashtead, was found 
guilty of intent to supply- 
drugs and was sentenced to 
three-and-a-half years behind 
bars.

“It was very, very challeng¬ 
ing. I was chased up a tree by 
three very angry cows on the 
first day.

When asked how the council squares 
this dilemma, a spokeswoman said: “The 
pension fund is run for more than 100 
public bodies in Surrey, including the 
county council, and only a tiny amount - 
about 0.5 per cent - is invested in tobacco 
companies. 

“We have a responsibility to ensure we 
invest in businesses that maximise re¬ 
turns and provide the best value for tax¬ 
payers’ money.” 

She said the council could not say how 


much money it planned to spend on anti¬ 
smoking initiatives and has yet to put to¬ 
gether a program, adding: “It will 
obviously be one of our priorities.” 

At the end of March the council had 
£3.2m invested in British American To¬ 
bacco, £3m in Japan Tobacco, £2.6m in 
Altria Group and £1.6m in Swedish 
Match. 

Last year, the council had £12.3m in¬ 
vested in tobacco company equities and 
bonds, up from £8.4m in 2008. The coun¬ 
cil is planning to review its pension fund 
investment strategy next month. 


Chelsea fan guilty of throwing flare 


A Chelsea fan was fined £1,000 for hurl¬ 
ing a smoke flare on the pitch after it 
landed in front of him at a FA Cup game. 

Cian Murphy, of Park Green, Leather- 
head, was caught on CCTV in Southamp¬ 
ton’s St Mary’s stadium in January. 

Although Murphy did not bring the 
flare in, he grabbed the burning marker 
and threw it on to the pitch. 


The 23-year-old carpenter pleaded not 
guilty to throwing a flare towards a play¬ 
ing area and possessing a firework, but 
was convicted at Southampton Magis¬ 
trates’ Court and ordered to pay a £450 
fine, £620 costs and a £45 victim sur¬ 
charge. He was not given a football ban¬ 
ning order because he had no previous 
criminal record.

Campaigners breathed a 
sigh of relief yesterday after 
the High Court ruled that a 
judicial review will be held 
into the approval of plans to 
create a luxury hotel, golf 
course and spa at historic 
Cherkley Court. 

Cherkley Campaign ap¬ 
plied for the review after 
Mole Valley Council granted 
planning permission for the 
development on the estate 
near Leatherhead. 

Andy Smith, Surrey 
branch director of the Cam¬ 
paign to Protect Rural Eng¬ 
land, which backs the 
campaign, said: “We are re¬ 
lieved it’s not the end of the 
line. We know there is still a 
battle to be won.” 

Mr Smith said an injunc¬ 
tion will be extended to pre¬ 
vent Longshot Cherkley 
Court carrying out heavy 
construction work on the 
Cherkley Court estate, but 
did not know its precise 
terms. 

Nick Kilby, spokesman for 
developers Longshot, said a 
judge ruled three points are 
“arguable” and a review 
will be held next month or 
at the start of June. 

Mr Kilby said: “He said 
their case is not cast iron.” 


‘Bomb find’ at school was 
actually a history project 


A grandfather was delighted to 
discover that a “bomb” found 
at his eight-year-old grand¬ 
daughter’s school on Monday 
was only pretend. 

John Atkin, 79, known as Joe, 
rang the Epsom Guardian on 
Tuesday morning for informa¬ 
tion about the incident at St 
Joseph’s Catholic Primary 
School in Rosebank, Epsom, 
which he had been told about 
by her the previous evening. 

Mr Atkin, who lives in Ewell, 
said: “She said ‘Do you know 
what we found at school 
today?’ She said they were in 
the meadow at school and 
found a bomb. She said they 
were not allowed to go on the 
meadow and the headteacher 
phoned the police.” 

But when the newsdesk 
contacted the school for

more information headteacher 
Theresa Kenefick explained 
that the suspect device was in 
fact a plastic lemonade bottle 
that had been disguised in foil 
as part of a literary and his¬ 
toric project on World War 
Two. 

Miss Kenefick said: “For one 
of the activities we pretend 
there is an unexploded bomb 
in the meadow. It’s a fabricated 
story for creative writing. 

’’The children will be evacu¬ 
ated on a train to Ashtead in 
two weeks time.” 

She said the annual project 
involves the year 3 pupils dis¬ 
cussing and writing about how 
they responded to the scenario 
with the pretend bomb.

Other projects run at the 
school involve reception pupils 
uncovering a dinosaur egg and 
year 6 pupils being told a hole 
has been created by aliens. 

When told the bomb was only 
pretend and part of a school 
project, Mr Atkin said he was 
pleased that his granddaugh¬ 
ter had taken part in the exer¬ 
cise and talked about it. 

He said: “I think it’s good 


because you never know who 
is going to find explosives. You 
have only got to look at Boston. 
It can happen anywhere.” 

Mr Atkin said he had sus¬ 
pected that the class had dis¬ 
covered a war-era shell 
because there are still rem¬ 
nants of the war in the area. 

He said: “I’m really pleased 
they have done the exercise be¬ 
cause it gives them an aware¬ 
ness of what life is really like 
and what it’s about.” 

Miss Kenefick said it would 
be wrong to make any links be¬ 
tween a study project on World 
War Two and the bombings at 
the Boston marathon, adding: 
“The two things are complete¬ 
ly separate.” 

She said they had dealt with 
the Boston tragedy through 
prayers at school.

Street hit by two arson attacks 
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Trampled: Davison was killed by King George V’s horse in 1913 


Proud: Davison’s great-great-great niece Lauren Caisley,

A suffragette who was killed 
after being hit by the King’s 
horse at the Epsom Derby a 
century ago has been com¬ 
memorated with a plaque at 
Epsom Downs Racecourse. 

The racecourse unveiled the 
plaque for Emily Davison at 
the Tattenham Corner rails, on 
Thursday, April 16, at a cere¬ 
mony which many attendees 
described as the “largest gath¬ 
ering of Emily’s descendants 
and relatives to date”. 

Davison stepped out in front

of King George V’s horse, 
Anmer, at the 1913 Derby and 
died from the injuries she sus¬ 
tained four days later at the 
Old Cottage Hospital, in 
Alexandra Road, Epsom. 

She was a leading member of 
the Women’s Social and Politi¬ 
cal Union, an organisation 
founded by Emmeline 
Pankhurst in 1903 to demand 
votes for women. 


Debate continues as to 
whether Davison intended to 
become a martyr to her cause 
on Derby Day or if it was mere¬ 
ly an attempt to raise aware¬ 
ness which went horribly 
wrong. 

Davison’s great-great-great 
niece Lauren Caisley, 19, un¬ 
veiled the plaque to cheers of 
“votes for women”. 

She said she felt “very hon¬ 
oured” and that it was “a privi¬ 
lege to see Epsom honouring 
Emily and the sacrifice she 


made for women’s rights in 
this way.” 

Although a plaque was erect¬ 
ed at the Old Cottage Hospital 
in 2002, there have been calls 
for many years for a perma¬ 
nent memorial to Davison at 
the racecourse. 

Rupert Trevelyan, regional 
director of London Racecours¬ 
es which runs the racetrack, 
said the centenary was the 
“best time” for Epsom Downs 
Racecourse to commemorate 
Davison, and that it wanted to 


“strike a balance between all 
different parties and their 
opinions”. 

He said: “It beggars belief 
that women only got the vote in 
1928. Emily Davison made her 
protest at the Derby because it 
was the biggest event in the 
world that day. 

“Epsom has 236 years of his¬ 
tory attached to the Derby and 
we are proud to be associated 
with that.” 

Mr Trevelyan said that, 
as well as the plaque, the 


racecourse will be marking the 
centenary at this year’s Epsom 
Derby by displaying images of 
her and the suffragettes on 
television screens around the 
racecourse. The Military 
Wives Choir will sing the na¬ 
tional anthem to the Queen on 
the day and there will also be a 
display by an all-women’s 
sky-diving team.

Reigate and Banstead Council’s 
planning committee approved 
plans last week to create an £8.7m 
leisure centre to be funded 
through the creation of 130 new 
homes in Merland Rise, Tadworth. 

The proposed centre sports a 25- 
metre pool, sports hall, dance stu¬ 
dios and four five-a-side football 
pitches. 

Its creche, cafe, community 
room and hall would replace com¬ 
munity space at the Tattenham 
Community Centre and Phoenix 
Youth Centre, which would be de¬ 
molished. 

Under the plans new homes will 
also replace the existing Banstead 
Sports Centre and part of Mer¬ 
land Rise Recreation Ground. 

The current leisure centre will 
remain open until the new one 
starts operations. 

It is being funded through a 
joint venture by Reigate and 
Banstead Council and Surrey 
County Council. 


‘Expansion has led to more school places’ 


The “biggest school expansion 
programme ever seen in Surrey” 
has resulted in the majority of 
pupils and parents being offered a 
school of their choice, according 
to the county council. 

Due to an increased demand for 
school places in the county due to 
rising birth rates over the past 10 
years, Surrey County Council 
(SCC) added 30 classes - enough 
for 900 students - to this Septem¬ 
ber’s intake, with 25 of these 


places for reception children. 

For September 2013, 84 per cent 
of reception pupils have been of¬ 
fered their first preference school, 
compared to 83 per cent the year 
before. 

For junior school students, 86 
per cent were offered their first 
preference school, the same figure 
as 2012. 

The council said all Surrey 
pupils who wanted a place got one. 

Nick Wilson, SCC’s strategic 


director for children, schools and 
families, said: “Despite the pres¬ 
sure on places following a 20 per 
cent rise in birth rates over the 
past decade, we’re pleased that so 
many parents have been offered a 
school of their choice. 

“This is largely thanks to the 
biggest school expansion pro¬ 
gramme ever seen in Surrey, 
which has created an extra 900 
places for the coming academic 
year alone.” 
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Dogs will be destroyed 
following vicious attack

Three vicious dogs will be de¬ 
stroyed after savaging a man so 
badly he needed skin grafts and 
could not work for three months. 

Their owners, who live in Tad- 
worth, were ordered to jointly pay 
£600 in costs towards more than 
£13,700 spent on keeping the dogs 
in police kennels since the attack 
in June last year. 

Karen Beams, 49, who lives in 
Campion Drive, was last week sen¬ 
tenced to 200 hours of unpaid 
work, and her sons Daniel, 20, and 
Matthew, 24, were fined £500 each. 

Guildford Crown Court heard 
how Malcolm Elliott, then 42, suf¬ 
fered six bite wounds plus scratch¬ 
es and deep puncture wounds to

his wrist, calf, thigh and 
elsewhere. 

Recorder Jack Bayliss described 
the list of bite wounds as “awful” 
before ordering the destruction of 
the dogs. 

Mr Bayliss said: “They caused 
Mr Elliott serious injuries. If he 
had been a child it could even have 
been a fatal attack.” 

Last month, the trio pleaded 
guilty to letting their dogs go out of 


control and carry out the attack. 

The attack on Mr Elliot began at 
7.40am on June 24 as he left home 
to go to work. A black Yorkshire 
terrier-poodle cross, called Char¬ 
lie, another dog, called Daisy, and 
a male Staffordshire bull-terrier, 
called Tig, bit Mr Elliott repeated¬ 
ly on the arms and legs as he tried 
to defend himself. 

The three owners said they were 
sleeping at the time, but the sons 
woke up and went outside to call 
off the dogs. Mrs Beams said one 
of her children had not shut the 
door properly, which allowed the 
dogs to leave the house. 

Defence lawyer Jai Patel said: 
“[They] have expressed remorse 
for the injuries and did what they 
could at the time to stop the dogs 
causing further harm.”

Mrs Humphries called her MP, who 
contacted the railway infrastructure 
operator on her behalf. 

She said: “It’s horrible. I was shocked. 
I thought ‘My God, what’s happened?’ 

“We have lived on the common all our 
lives. It’s wrong, you shouldn’t do that. 
We live in such a beautiful area.” 

Network Rail phoned the couple to ex¬ 
plain there had not been enough time to 
finish the work. 

Mr Humphries said: “They can’t give 
you an answer when they’ll come up 
and do it, so you’re left in limbo.” 

Julia Byrne, a retired infant school 
teacher who has lived on the common 
since 1984, is worried wild animals may 
be injured by eating the plastic. 

She said: “It’s terrible. People coming 
into Epsom on the train, what must 
they think?” 

A spokesman for Network Rail said it 
would clear up the mess, caused by ille¬ 
gal dumping, “as soon as we can”.

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‘Dodgy cigarette lighter 
started family home fire’ 



‘Smoke alarm saved our lives’: Jade and Liam in the damaged bedroom Deadlines EP75613

A family whose home was 
badly damaged by fire last 
week have said a smoke alarm 
saved their lives when a faulty 
cigarette lighter ignited cur¬ 
tains in a bedroom. 

Jade Vallely, 22, and brother 
Liam, 17, were in the living 
room of their second-floor flat 
with their mother and her 
partner, in Nimbus Road, on 
the Longmead estate in West 
Ewell, when their smoke 
alarm sounded at 2pm on 
April 16. 

The family rushed into 
Liam’s bedroom and were 
shocked to discover flames en¬ 
gulfing the curtains. They 
dashed out of the flat and 
called firefighters, who ar¬ 
rived in just five minutes and 
spent three hours tackling the 
fire and removing and damp¬ 
ing down the room’s contents. 

Following their ordeal, Miss 
Vallely urged people to have a 
smoke alarm fitted - which 
she said saved the family’s 
lives - and to be cautious 
about smoking indoors as she 
said the cause of the fire was a 
“faulty cigarette lighter left 
on the windowsill”, which 
ignited and set the curtains on 
fire. 

She said: “We heard the 


smoke alarm and at that point 
there was already so much 
fire - it spread within sec¬ 
onds. If we did not have the 
smoke alarm we would not 
have been able to get out as 
quickly as we did. 

“The fire would have spread 
into the hall which leads to 
the front door, and the bed¬ 
room is between the living 
room and hall.” 

Miss Vallely said the bed¬ 
room was “completely 


burned” and the rest of the 
house smoke damaged. 

She said: “We have always 
had a smoke alarm, but I 
know a lot of people who 
don’t. Until you are in that sit¬ 
uation you do not realise they 
do save your life. 

“It is scary to think what 
could have happened. 

“I also want to warn people 
against leaving lighters lying 
around and smoking inside 
the house. 


“My brother had a faulty, 
gas cigarette lighter - a stan¬ 
dard, cheap one from the 
newsagents, which did not 
turn off - on the windowsill. It 
had not been used, but must 
have been triggered and all of 
the curtains were on fire. 

“We were completely sur¬ 
prised that the lighter caused 
the fire. You usually think of 
kitchens and chip pans. 

“But people leave lighters 
anywhere.” 


Women asked for views on midwife-led unit 


Mums-to-be are being 
asked if they would give 
birth in a unit run by mid¬ 
wives at hospitals where 
maternity services are 
under threat. 

About 100 women have 
completed an online survey 
by the Better Services, Bet¬ 
ter Value (BSBV) review, 
which raises the possibility 
of creating a “stand-alone 
midwife-led unit” for low- 
risk mums-to-be based ei¬ 
ther at Epsom, St Helier, 
Kingston or Croydon hospi¬ 
tals - hospitals with the re¬ 
view proposing the closure 
of two of the doctor-led 


maternity units and acci¬ 
dent and emergency units. 

The move comes just 
weeks before the planned 
opening in June of a new a 
£318,000 midwife-led 
birthing centre at Epsom 
Hospital, announced in 
January, which is an addi¬ 
tion to its maternity unit. 

Christina McKenzie, an 
independent adviser to 
BSBV, said: “The survey 
was about testing the water 
and seeing if women are in¬ 
terested in looking at this 
further.” 

Ms McKenzie said a re¬ 
cent study of “low-risk” 


pregnancies showed there 
were no differences in out¬ 
comes for babies born in 
midwife-led and obstetric 
units. 

When asked about dan¬ 
gers during childbirth, she 
said: “The chances of 
things going wrong are ac¬ 
tually very low. When look¬ 
ing after women in labour, 
midwives can pick up very 
quickly if it is not going 
quite right.” 

But hospital campaigner 
Rosemary Najim criticised 
the survey for not 
flagging up the dangers of 
emergency travel to an 


obstetric unit at another 
hospital - which would be 
the case if the unit was 
based at Epsom or St Helier 
if they lost their current 
maternity units. 

Ms Najim said: “I would 
be very critical of 
the wording because it 
does not mention the 
dangers. 

“The question is would 
you get there in time?”

‘Lessons to learn’ 
from canoe death 


The national body represent¬ 
ing canoeists has promised to 
investigate what caused the 
death of a canoeist earlier this 
month. 

Three good Samaritans 
pulled the unconscious man 
from the River Mole, near 
Minchin Close, Leatherhead, 
and tried to revive him before 
paramedics arrived on Sunday, 
April 14. 

Despite their best efforts the 
man, who was white and be¬ 
lieved to be in his 50s, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 6pm. 

The British Canoe Union 
(BCU) said as information 
emerges about what happened 
it will see what lessons can be 
learned and publicise them. It 
also expressed its condolences 
for the tragedy. 

It said: “We would like to say 
how deeply saddened we are by 
this recent tragic incident. 

“Clearly our thoughts and 
prayers are with the family 
and friends of the individual 
involved.” 

It could not comment on 
what went wrong, but offered 
advice to other canoeists say¬ 
ing they needed safety train¬ 
ing, should wear a life jacket, 
check weather conditions and

equipment, carry aids to call 
for help and paddle in groups 
where possible. 

BCU said: “Nonetheless, by 
their very nature, outdoor 
sports such as kayaking and 
canoeing can, from time to 
time, challenge even the most 
competent of performers and 
can do so, sometimes without 
warning. 

“The overall safety record 
of our sport, when measured 
annually against overall 


participation, iss very good.” 

Police have now closed their 
investigation into the death, al¬ 
though the man has still not 
been named. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Following initial enquiries 
there was no indication of any 
third party involvement in the 
death.” 

The case has now been 
passed to Woking Coroner’s 
Court but an inquest is not ex¬ 
pected to open for six weeks 
after the results of further 
tests being carried out to deter¬ 
mine the cause of death.
